It to 
enough to know that a private individual to 
Seeking public property for private uses 
and individual .gain. 
By and 
large, the 
water-powers of the country belong to the 
public, and should be 
developed 
for it 
either^by the government itself or, prefer- 


like a public utility corporation. 
Then 
^ every, cent expended and every cent earned 
come under the supervision of the 
state 
through its public service commission. 
Moreover, by this means the quality of t h \ 
service and the rates to be charged there­ 
fore 
are 
also 
regulated. 
Thus control 
never passes from the public, which, while 
it gains through the initiative and enter­ 
prise of private capital expended for pri­ 
vate uses, merely pays in return a reason­ 
able am! publicly fixed rate on the money 
invested—no more. 
“On that account acceptance of any of­ 
fer from Henry Ford is contrary to public 
policy so long as any public utility corpora­ 
tion or combination of utilities is willing to 
take over and operate the plants when they 
are completed by the government Nor is 
Mr. Ford’s offer in keeping with the spirit 
of letter of the Federal waterpower act of 
1920. That measure provides for a fifty- 
year lease, whereas Mr. Ford seeks what 
is tantamount to a lease in perpetuity.” 
The dispatch says of the Ford offer—“as bad 
as the offer is!” WH1 not the writer of that opin­ 
ion, please furhiph a better bid, or a more reliable 
bidder? 
It would seem 
that 
the 
“Electrical 
World” suddenly developed most violent social­ 
istic tendencies from the horror with which it 
views the possibility of an individual making a 
trade with a government whereby he hopes to 
tarn an honest penny. AcconMng to such an ar­ 
gument, it to against the public good and crimi­ 
nal, for the goverpment to sell its public lands or 
holdings of any kind—not even for homes, un­ 
less the home seekers will forego the right to a 
deed to the property purchased. 
But Ford asks 
only for a lease. It makeft delicious reading where 
the objector to Mr. Ford says the 
government 
should operate all water power “or preferably” a 
public utility coropration 
governmental ly 
con­ 
trolled should do so. Why was not the influent® 
of such journals as the “Efectrial World,” brought 
to bear on Congress at the time the friends of the 
Shoals made an unsuccessful effort to get the 
federal government to complete and operate the 
whole Muscle Shoals project? The federal gov­ 
ernment, as controlled by the Republican party, 
at this time washed its hands of the matter of 
operating at Muscle Shoals, and said that a re­ 
sponsible bidder could have the business. 
No 
protest came at that time against such decision 
from such sources as now seejc to defeat the plans 
of Mr Ford! All, with few exceptions, who said 
anything months ago as to the Shoato, said the 
whole business was a farce and an irrideacent 
dream. If the argumoht of the journal, as quoted 
by the Chicago Tribune ,to carried to its logical 
conclusion, the government did wrong to allow 
the railroads to lease for over fifty years, the 
properties they now own in perpetuity. And fur­ 
ther, the government does wrong in letting any* 
laxly buy property from it and use it for private 
gam.

showed In what direction the wind 
blew*.*

duty as vanes,
